Without

man's interior, baptism and repentance are but 
mere ceremonies ; but to change the interior of 
man, that is to say, Ins internal mind and heart, 
is not so easy a thing as may be thought, nor is 
it the work of a day, or a month, or a year, but 
ol the whole life. 
Man is not, if we may use 


the expression, a simple surface, but u deep sol- 
id, and we may say, immense ; and this is the 
real leason why God can never decide to anni- 
hilate him, whatever progress corruption may 
have made in him. There are degiees ot con- 
version, as there are also denrees of goodness 
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ry man morally was; as a proluund study will 
prove to the attentive observer, who will com- 
pare all the teTUTif Scripture, where anologous 
representations are used, and as the reader niav 
clearly conclude from what will occasionally be 
said in the course ol these short sermons.
